MEXICAN WILL FILL

. DIPLOMATIC VOID

Personal Place Left Vacant By

Von Bernstorff May Be Taken

By Ygnacio Bonillas.

If all advance Information concern-
ing" the new Mexican ambassador to
the United States be correct. Ygnacio
Bonillas will fill a acancy in Wash
ington's diplomatic blue book left
by the recall of Count von Bernstorff.

Both men have American wives,
both speak per'ect English and both
are broa. men of the world. But
kere the parallel Is broken.

Count von Bernstorff was an aristo-
crat to his finger tips. Senior Bon-
illas is a democrat with the smallest
"d," wiling to go the limit In taking
from the landed Mexican classes to
help the peon.

Count von Bernstorff liked the
newspaper men, and was the most
popular diplomat In Washington
among them. Senor Bonillas, accord
Ing to newspaper men whs have en-

countered him, regard both the news-
paper and the newspaper man as
fifth wLeels.

May Finally Surrender.
But perhaps the Washington cor-

respondents will breaK htm in. Many
a diplomat and statesman has come to
Washington newspaper shy only to
find that surrender waa inevitable
under the fire of the newspaper Ban
ners, and finally has found tnat the
press and the pressmen, as they say
in "Lunnon," are Indispensable insti-
tutions. "

Some of Senor Bonillas' biogra-
phers say he speaks with a Boston
accent, but this Is not wholly correct.
The correspondents who have been
in Mexico during the recent wars"
ay the new Mexican envoy mixes his

Bostonese with chaste Texan, as It
has been a long time since he was
graduated from Boston Tech. and lie
has since lived much along the north-
ern Mexican border.

All who know the new Mexican am-
bassador agree, however, that he is
a charming, genial man, thoroughly
educated along practical lines he
waa a surveyor before he entered
Carranza's cabinet and yet enough
of a dreamer and theorist to be one
of the closest men In Carranza's
councils.

Slay Bring Countries Together.
Although the affairs between the

United States and Mexico remain in a
troubled state, despite the exchange
of ambassadors, the coining of Senor
Bonillas Is expected to go far toward
bringing about a better understand-
ing.

Certainly there will be a change In
the social relations between the
Mexican embassy and the embassies
and legations of the other countries
represented in Washington, inaeea.
It will not be surprising If the Mexi
can embassy takes a prominent part
from the first In Washington diplo-
matic society.

A charming wife and two beautiful
daughters will aid ..Senor Bonillas in
upholding the dignity of the Mexican
covernment In this Capital. One
daughter, a Titian beauty, whose hair.
It is said, may almost oe aescriDru
as red, will share social honors with
a sister of the beautiful, dark Span
Ish type, who favor her father.

TEST UNCLE SAM'S COINS

Assay Commission BeglnsWork At
Philadelphia.

PHttJUIELPHIA. Feb. 15. The
Assay Commission, which annually
comes to the Philadelphia mint to
examine the weight and quality of
gold and silver coins made during the
course of the year at the mints In
Denver. San Francisco, and this city,
began Its work here yesterday. Eight
members of the commission, which
numbers fifteen, arrived yesterday.
Others are expected to come here to-
day. The work will continue for sev-

eral days.
U A. Fischer, who Is connected with

the Bureau of Standards, Department
of Commerce, at Washington, waa
chosen chairman of the Commission,
which Is annually appointed by the
President. .

"We," made good progress yester-
day." said Mr. Fischer. "The object
of the commission is to check up on
the various mints and see that the
coins stamped off afe of the proper
standard. Specimens of coins are se-

lected at random at the various mints
during the course of the year and
sent here for examination. They
reach us here carefully sealed and we
weigh and test them."
